Thomson, and a number of 
friends, Two other brothers are 
serving overseas. They are Fit 
Lt. Peter Denbigh,’ R.C.A.F., and 
David Denbigh, who is in Europe

Ian-Denbigh was not interned 
at Shanghai until Jan. 31, 1943 
Prior to that, he said, U.S., Brit

Ian Denbigh believed the pur 
pose the Japanese had in mind 
in requiring the arm bands was 
to make the foreigners lose 
faith.
